
Some students at Harpeth Hall 
have given up their Saturday night 
dates and instead put their time and 
effort into helping homeless families 
at the Shelter Home of West 
Nashville. 

Susan Wattleworth, president of 
the Student Council, organized this 
service project which can involve the 
entire school. This project got 
underway in October and will continue 
until May. Twice a month three 
students and one adult hep two 
destitute families by preparing and 
serving a dinner. Students prpare the 
dinner beforehand but eat with the 
families. By eating dinner with them, 
students get a chance to meet and 
talk with the families. 

The Student Council decided 
upon this prject becuase of its 
similarity to the Soup Kitchen Service 
Prject which has been very successful 
at other schools here in Nashville. 
Susan Wattleworth believes that this 
project is much more meaningful than 
Soup Kitchen could ever be. "You are 
helping specific people in a specific 
way, and this provides a much more 
personal atmosphere than Soup 
Kitchen." The shelter home provides 
two families with a place to sleep, 
food to eat, and even a television to 
watch. Two young volunteers live 
with the families and are then to help 
our students serve the meal. The 
home itself is provided by the 
DepartmentoHuman Services and the 
Salvation Army. 

So far, the Student Council has 
prepared six dinners and the 
volunteers have been chosen from the 
governing body. Every Student Council 
member has participated in this 
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project and agrees that it is a very 
worthwhile endeavor. Beginning with 
the dinner on Dec. 6, all students can 
now participate in this service 
project. . 

The project has had a great 
influence on many of its volunteers. 
Katie McDougall, a junior 
representative on the Student Council, 
says that "this was a very powerful 
experience. It allows you to get a 
real view of the under-privileged 
people in Nashville. They are no 
different than us, and you realize this 
when you take the time to sit down 
and eat dinner with them." 

If you are interested in 
participating in the Shelter Home of 
West Nashville service project, you 
can sign up with the Student Council 
to serve dinner. If you are unable to 
contribute your time, there will be a 
Christmas collection taken up which 
will be used to buy gifts for these 
families.

Editorial: 

Act Students Acactem'icalla Fi+?

As a student at Harpeth Hall I am concerned by the new weight training 
class for athletes. Recently, the T.S.S.A.A. ruled that all athletes participat¬ 
ing in the league must be earning at least five academic credits. At Harpeth 
Hall, policy requires that a student must take four credits per year, although 
many academically fit students choose to take five or more subjects. This 
new ruling left many Harpeth Hall athletes in a dilemma — to take an 
additional academic course or to face athletic ineligibility. 

To me, this situation obviously calls for the athletes to make a decision. If 
they want to play, they should accept a heavier course load. Instead, the 
school ran to rescue the athletes by offering a weight training class. 
Athletes enrolled in this course report to the weight room three days a week 
except during the season of their sport. During which time, they are exempt- 
from class. The students enrolled in this course receive the needed 
additional credit from the combination of weight training, [ 2 A credit) and 
P.E., (Va credit) — the same credit that someone who takes English for five 
days per week receives. Does this seem fair? 

Many believe that the action is fair. Public schools, they say, offer 
electives to their athletes which are not nearly as demanding as an 
academic course at Harpeth Hall, so it is not wrong for us to evade the 
measure of the T.S.S.A.A. by instituting the weight training classes. But I 
believe that following the letter of the law,- rather than the spirit of it, 
sacrifices the standards of Harpeth Hall. Our school is not like public 
schools; we chooseto go here and should be willing to face the tough 
academic requirements. If the T.S.S.A.A. says that athletes must take five 
courses, then our athletes should take five courses. If the athletes cannot 
handle five academic subjects, then they obviously should spend their time 
doing their homework instead of playing ball. 

In my mind, the institution of the weight training class is just as wrong as 
pressuring teachers to pass athletes. One might say that if in public schools 
a girl could be making C’s in a course which she is failing at Harpeth Hall, 
then we ought to pass her anyway. Harpeth Hall should not be that kind of 
school. We pride ourselves on our academic excellence, as rightly we 
should, but we shouldn’t lower our academic standards in order to keep an 
athlete eligible for her sport. She should have to work hard in order to earn 
the privilege of participating in sports. Academics come first; athletics are 
secondary. Why else would we cairthem extra-curriculars? In the long run, 
a hundred extra points on her S.A.T.’s is going to get a girl farther than an 
extra half inch on her biceps.
